Professor  of  Psychology. 

Their  write-ups  were  based  on  rough  guidelines  set  by  the 
yearbook  editors,  but  are  basically  the  personal  thoughts  of  each 
professor. 

This  section  is  not  a  tribute  to  them  alone.  We  have  merely 
centered  our  attention  on  them  .  .  . 

Our  desire  was  to  gain  a  concentrated  outlook  of  a  few,  rather 
than  a  brief  view  of  many.

In  his  eulogy  to  Malcolm  X.  Ossie  Davis  concluded  his 
remarks  by  stating  that  Malcolm  possessed  the  rarest  of  human 
traits-truthfulness.  Despite  the  attitudes  of  cynicism  and 
manipulation  which  pervade  our  political  and  social 
environment,  it  is  rather  tragic  that  we  must  argue  the  merits  of 
truthfulness.  Yet.  when  the  pressures  to  acquiesce  .  to  do  what 
is  expedient  tend  to  guide  our  behavior,  when  rationalization 
becomes  a  national  pastime,  then  perhaps  one  should  put  aside 
his  sense  of  awkwardness  in  proclaiming  that  most  often 
mentioned  but  least  practiced  of  human  attitudes— truthfulness. 

Members  of  the  Framingham  college  communitv  are  well 
acquainted  with  the  motto  "Live  to  the  truth".  Cynics,  like 
myself,  who  have  witnessed  leaders  in  academic,  business,  and 
political  life  issuing  pious  proclamations  of  personal  honestv 
and  integrity  which  all  too  often  belie  their  everyday  actions, 
tend  to  ignore  or  ridicule  those  who  would  proclaim  "truth"  as 
a  sustainable  code  of  behavior.  For  against  the  far  easier  path 
of  cooption  and  resignation,  the  burdensom  standard  of  truth 
often  leaves  one  isolated  and  frustrated.  Though  "Live  to  the 
truth"  may  ring  hollow  and  trite  in  its  repeated  proclamation 
during  one's  stav  at  Framingham.  it  is  the  most  basic  and 
meaningful  lesson  we  can  take  away  with  us  if  we  desire  to 
change  and  to  better  the  "human  condition."

The  years  one  spends  at  college  are.  under  the  best  of 
circumstances  .  years  devoted  to  seeking  after  truth.  That  is.  the 
process  of  educating  oneself  is.  in  a  sense,  the  process  of 
learning  how  to  seek  out  the  truth,  and  further,  how  to 
recognize  and  accept  it  when  confronted  bv  it. 

Truth  can  be  sought  on  many  levels  and  acquired  m  many 
forms:  the  activities  involved  ranging  anywhere  from  the  simple 
acquistion  of  established  "facts",  to  the  discovery  of  new  truths 
through  original  research.  But  one  of  the  most  important  truths 
one  can  seek  after,  in  college  or  elsewhere,  is  that  of  self- 
awareness:  i.e.  to  answer  the  question.  "Who  .  or  what,  am  I?" 

Finding  the  answer  to  such  a  question  is  no  easv  matter,  and 
may  well  consume  the  better  part  of  a  lifetime.  One  thing  is 
certain  however:  the  process  of  learning  the  truth  about  vourself 
must  include  the  task  of  learning  the  full  extent  of  vour 
abilities,  as  well  as  vour  limitations.  As  obvious  as  that 
statement  mav  seem.  I  am  convinced  that  most  students  coming 
to  college  have  very  little  idea  of  their  true  capabilities,  and  in 
many  cases  thev  err  on  the  side  of  underestimating  themselves. 

To  gain  self-knowledge  requires  the  courage  and  willingness 
to  deliberately  seek  out  and  accept  formidable  challenges.  These 
mav  appear  in  the  form  of  a  difficult  course,  an  arduous 
research  project,  or  the  leadership  position  of  a  committee  or 
organization.  Even7  time  you  succeed  in  such  endeavors,  you 
will  have  learned  something  more  about  vourself.  Failure  also 
brings  knowledge,  for  that  shows  something  of  vour  limitations 
in  a  particular  area.  Learning  the  truth  about  oneself  inevitably 
involves  a  certain  amount  of  risk,  the  risk  of  failure.  But  it  can 
also  bring  great  rewards,  through  the  discovery  of  reservoirs  of 
ability  and  skill  previously  unsuspected.  Onlv  bv  accepting  such 
risks  can  you  hope  to  find  out  who  you  are.  or  what  you  might 
become.

When  asked  to  write  on  the  subject  of  truth,  the  first  thing  that 
came  into  my  mind  was  the  phrase  embodied  in  the  college  hymn 
-Live  To  The  Truth.  To  me,  these  words  imply  that  we  should 
attempt  to: 
...  be  honest  in  our  dealings  with  others,  expressing  that  honesty 

not  through  absolute  candor,  but  through  that  kind  of  honesty 

which  is  fully  cognizant  of  both  the  feelings  and  needs  of 

others. 
...  act  towards  others  with  genuineness  and  sincerity,  displaying 

an  openness  to  the  experiences  and  feelings  of  others  which 

communicates  our  respect  for  them. 
.  .  .  express  our  loyalty  not  as  blind  faith,  but  as  a  reasoned 

judgment  as  to  the  worth  of  that  person  or  institution  to  which 

we  are  pledging  our  fealty. 
.  .  .  discern  the  reality  of  experience  which  exists  both  for  ourselves 

and  for  others,  realizing  that,  given  the  individualistic  nature 

of  all  experience,  what  is  "real"  for  one  person,  may  not  be 

"real"  for  another. 
And  finally,  we  should  act  not  for  the  sake  of  expediency,  but 
on  the  basis  of  principle.

The  Women's  tennis  and  vol- 
leyball teams  deserve  special  recognition  as 
State  Champions. 
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Framingham  State  provided  a  variety  of  means  of  escape  from 
classes  and  studies  this  year  through  its  special  events. 

Programs  ranging  from  films  and  guest  speakers  to  concerts  and 
mixers  were  sponsored  by  Student  Union— chairman,  Bill  Delprete, 
Special  Programs—chairman,  Maryellen  Sugermeyer,  Kappa  Delta 
Phi  and  other  campus  organizations. 

The  month  of  September  started  off  with  a  mini-concert  spon- 
sored by  Student  Union,  a  Ram  Boosters  Mixer  with  "Sacrifice", 
and  the  beginning  of  Tuesday  night  Student  Union  movies.  During 
October,  Special  Programs  and  Student  Union  ran  two  one-act 
plays— "The  Typists"  and  "The  Tigers".  Near  the  end  of  the  month 
the  Hilltop  Players  presented  the  play  Volpone.  Volpone  was  again 
presented  during  the  first  weekend  of  November,  and  Governor 
Francis  W.  Sargent  spoke  at  the  college  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
December  saw  the  continuation  of  the  Student  Union  movies  and 
film  festivals,  and  the  Christmas  Music  Clubs  Concert.  The  annual 
Winter  Weekend  Festival  was  held  during  February,  and  Stunt 
Night  in  March. 

Dial  regrets  that  all  special  events  could  not  be  represented  due  to 
printing  schedules.  We  have  included  as  many  as  possible,  starting 
with  events  held  during  Spring  1973. 
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On  Thursday,  November  29,  1973,  Francis  W.  Sargent, 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  ad- 
dressed a  group  of  area  and  college  people  here  at  F.S.C.. 

The  Governor  spoke  for  a  few  minutes,  and  then  asked 
for  questions  from  the  floor. 

Sargent  warned  the  audience  of  a  "new  force"  that  has 
come  to  dominate  our  lives.  The  "new  force"  being  the 
computer.  Quoting  Jerome  Wiesner  of  M.I.T.  who  stated: 
If  we  are  not  careful,  1984  could  come  to  pass  unnoticed 
as  we  applaud  our  technological  achievements",  the  Gov- 
ernor indicated  the  National  Crime  Information  Center 
(N.C.I.C.)  as  an  illustration  of  Dr.  Wiesner's  concern. 

Referring  to  this  system,  Sargent  stated:  "the  computer 
allows  a  government  to  interfere  with  the  private  lives  of 
individuals."  He  further  commented  that  much  of  the 
information  received  on  citizens  by  N.C.I.C.  "should  not 
be  there  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination." 

Feeling  the  federal  government  had  failed  to  create 
necessary  safeguards  in  the  N.C.I.C.  system,  the  Gover- 
nor on  June  13,  1973,  refused  to  allow  Massachusetts  to 
join  the  federal  system,  establishing  instead,  its  own 
Criminal  History  system  incorporating  necessary  safety 
guidelines. 

During  the  question-answer  period,  one  of  the  primary 
concerns  was  the  tuition  increase  bills  presently  before 
the  Massachusetts  legislature.  Sargent  explained  that,  if 
there  is  to  be  an  increase,  this  increase  must  be  used 
solely  for  educational  purposes.  The  Governor  mentioned 
that  he  favors  a  graduated  scale,  with  tuition  based  on 
the  ability  to  pay. 
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SENATOR  KENNEDY 
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On  April  23,  1973  the  apathetic  response  usually  shown  to  visiting  speakers  came  to  a  hiatus. 
Dwight  auditorium  was  filled  with  a  crowd  of  students  and  members  of  faculty  and 
administration  combined.  The  air  was  heavy  with  excitement  and  anticipation,  the  reason: 
Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  ,  on  a  three  day  goodwill  tour  of  Massachusetts,  was  to  arrive  any 
minute,  as  a  guest  of  the  Young  Democrats  Club. 

The  Senator,  on  Easter  Recess  from  Congress,  was  meeting  with  different  groups  across  the 
State  particularly  young  adults,  the  goal  of  which  was  to  ascertain  what  political  issues  the 
people  of  Massachusetts  were  primarily  concerned  with. 

Remarking  he  had  read  in  the  New  York  Times  that  college  and  university  campuses  were 
"cooling  off,  Kennedy  questioned  whether  this  period  of  apathy  was  a  return  to  the  attitude 
prevalent  during  the  '50's.  Speaking  from  his  own  experiences,  students  during  that  period  were 
interested  in  their  own  futures  and  responsibiliites.  They  were  "silent"  concerning  political 
issues.  Kennedy  commented  that  if  our  generation  was  returning  to  the  '50's  attitude,  then  this 
was  a  matter  of  great  distress  for  the  State  and  the  Nation. 

Speaking  for  himself,  the  Senator  said  he  had  found  that  it  was  the  young  people  who  had 
carved  the  ways  of  important  issues  in  the  Nation.  He  made  reference  to  the  Civil  Rights 
movement  of  the  early  1960's  and  the  late  '60's  effort  on  our  involvement  in  South  East  Asia  as 
examples  of  the  important  Citizens'  Lobby  working  during  that  period.  Kennedy  stated  that  the 
hope  for  the  future  lay  in  whether  this  kind  of  Citizens'  Lobby  can  develop  again.  "Many 
people  view  the  efforts  of  the  1960's  as  empty!"  The  Senator  sees  them  as  important  beyond 
realization. 

Quoting  Oliver  Wendel  Holmes'  remarks  when  appointed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts:  "One  must  be  active  in  the  actions  and  passions  of  our  time  or  not  to  have  been 
judged  to  live."  Kennedy  commented  he  viewed  the  question  of  whether  our  generation  will  be 
part  of  "the  actions  and  passions  of  our  time"  as  today's  major  issue.
